GEORGIAN SSR 


The Presidium, Supreme Soviet Georgian SSR, by 29 October I95L ukases 
designated the populated points of Chakvi and Ochkliamuri, Kobuletskiy Rayon, 
Adzhar ASSR, as city-type settlements. (1) Chakvi Cit> -Type Settlement was 
lonned from the territory of the populated points of Chakvskly Tea Sovkhoz 
Imeni Lenin, Chakvskiy Citrus Sovkhoz, the affiliate of the All-Union Scien- 
tific-Research Institute of Tea and Subtropical Crops, the First, Second, 
Third and Fourth Tea Factories, Chakvi Office of '*Gruzsemplodopltomnik" 
[Georgian Seed and Fruit Tree Nursery], and Chakvi Railroad Station. 
Chakvskiy Settlement Soviet was fcimed in Chakvi City-T^pe Settlement and 
Chakvskiy Village Soviet was alolished. Sekhalvasho Village and the terri- 
tory of Buknarskiy Citrus Packing Plant and Essential Oil Processing Plant, 
:ormerly oi what is now Chakvskiy Settlement Soviet, were made adminis- 
tratively subordinate to Chakvskiy Settlement Soviet, while the remaining 
villages of Ul’yanovka, Buknari, Zeda-Achkva, and Kveda-Achkva were formed 
into Ul'yanovskiy Village Soviet, with its center in the village of Ul’- 
yanovka, (2)
